Of course, when Den-
ver dropped out that ended the American.
Now they are plping & different tune. It
appears that Beull has no intention of put-
ting in a rival team, but Intends to go Into
court to fight for his franchise. He Insists
that the Western league cannot dispose of
bim in the summary manner proposed, for
ke bhas property rights at stake and these
;must be respected, To a man up a tree It
looks like Beall had the better of the argu-
ment, It was contended by some of the
Western league magnates laxt year Lhat
Indlanapolls could only secure the Denver
franchise by buylng it, because of the
money Invested. Now these same magnates
propose to render the money Invested in
Denver worthlesa in order to get even with
Beall for hls alloged duplicity in dealing
with Tebeau. This course hardly looks
right. Some good lawyers have expressed
the opinlon that Beall can win. At all
events, the courts at Denver will have a
chance to try the case,

“Tommy'' Purns of Colorado Springs and
Jimmy Manning of Kansas Clty want to get
together: 'When Manning got buack from
the Indlanapolls trip he gave out the in-
formation that Watkins would not lsten
to the Western league proposition.

The Columbus Dispatch has added mate-
rlally to the galety of the sltuation. In a
Iabored effort, which consumed something
like four columns of his valuable space, the
base ball editor of that moel enterprising
Journal has exposed the truth In regard to
the enmity Pat Powers harbors agualust
Tom Hlckey, It all comes from the effort
to secure the endorsement of the Natlonal
Association of Minor Leagues for the Spald-
ing and Reach balls, Pat Powers and Tim
Murnane were in a consplrucy to get these
balla adopted for the minor leagues, when
Hickey came forward with Mr. W. P,
Chase of Des Molnes nnd offered to furnish
each team répresented by the assoclation
with thres dozen balls annually and pay
a cash “onus of §15,000 for the privilege of
advertising the Chase ball as the ofclal
ball of tho organization. After charglng
that there was an understanding that If the
endorsement of the Natlonal assoclation
could be secured for the Spalding ball the
Eastern league would get its balls free, the
Columbus editor procecds to thus sulogize
Hickey and pitlory Powers:

The result of the whole malter was that,
llfld of A. G. Bpalding kidnaping thae
atlopal assoclation through bis asgent,
ent P. T. Powers, and securing the
contract for furnishing the balls to all the
minor le in the country, thereby con-
tinuing his base ball morluimw. the minor
loagues left the New York meeting free
to select thelr own ball for next season
snﬁ with a very exalted Idea of what thelr
mdlvidunl contracta would be worth to the
manufacturer. Now the fact of the matter
is that tho contract to furnish the balls
for any one minor league, Individually, Is
not wnrthhnenrl #0 much as it would
appenr when the manugacturers were
Aguring on the contruct with all the minor
leagues as a whole. ‘The contract as n
whole would be 0t A G
ﬂ[mldlnr as an advertisement. The indl-
vidual leagues muy refuse to look at this
phase of the questlon, however, and the
result will doubtless be that severnl makes
of balls will be used by the different minor
languos next seuson, which have formerly
bean shut out of this market by the terms
of the old natlonal agreement, which pro-
ded that elther the Bpalding or Reach
ball must be used.
Now all this happened because Thomns
tﬂlchay was man enough to fHght o good
ttle for a friend to whomn he felt under
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obligation= For that friendship and for
that obligation Mr. Hickey wiilingly made
more thun one bitter enemy and subjected
himaelf to all kinds of eriticlam from these
newly created foon, Does thin indicate that
President Hickey Is the bad fellow that
Pat Powers has tried to make the publie

belleve?

Now P. T. Powers has been In the am-
oy of A, (3. Bpalding for many years
Ihis Is no discredit to Mr, Powers, Mr

Bpalding is known as & good busipess man
and Mr. Powera lost nothing by belng an-
socinted with such a man In a business
winy, Naturally, becmuse of his long as-
sociations with Me Hf\lli‘"n% he wis very
anxious that the Epalding ball shaould be
made the officinl ball of the Natlonal as-

pockation, When Thomas J. Hlckey pre-
verted the realization of that wish Mr.
Powers arrayed himeelf against Mr,
Hickey, and when the latter declared the
Amerlean assoclation independent of the
Nattonal Assoclation of Professlonnl Base

Hall Leoagues, President Powers jumped at
the opportunity offered to place Mr. Hiokay
in a fi.ﬂ'w Hght before the public by ex-
pelling him from the Natlonal association,
notwithetanding be had already resigned

Either there s an enormous profit in
selling base balla or Chase 15 willing to
pay n tremendous price for his advertising.
The Natlona!l Assoclation of Minor Leagues
plalms to represent fOfteen longues, It
ench of thess leagues has elght teams, there
are 120 teame In the organization. If each
lengue has the 126-game wchedule, each
team will play sixty-three gamés on the
homo ground An average of three new
bulls will be required for each mame, This
would make 189 balls for the season. Just
to make It even pumbers, say 102 bulls, or

slxteon dozen, are used each season. If
Mr. Chase gave each team three dozen
balle, the manager would be required to

prirehase thirteen dozen, At $12 per dozen
this would be $156 for each team, or §18,-
120 for the 120 teama of the National neao-
clation Take the $15.000 cash honus from
this, and Mr. Chase would have left $3.720
to pay for 18,920 base balls of the first
grade, a little over 10 cents aplece, If
costs 75 cenis to put a $1.25 ball on the
markot, the loss on each ball of these 1,660
dozen balle to the maker lu 68 centa. 1f
lie han a profit of 26 cents on each ball he
puts out to the retaller, he must sell 41,041
balls, or & Httle more than 3,48 dozen, to
come out even on tho scanon. It would
geem that If the Columbus man Is right,
Mr. Chase In willlng to run his factory at
the rate of ten dozen balls of the highest
grade each day In the year, just for the
fun of having the minor leagues knock
them about. Innsmuch as it would re-
quira 222 teams playing sixty-three games
each, and each using three balls to the
gamea to use up this supply, It must be
apparent that a very llvely corner lot
campnlgn would bave to be carried on to
put Mr. Chase out even. It can hardly
be the ball contract that s at the bottom
of the enwmity between Powers and Hickey

Up to date no reason to revige the judg-
ment of last woek, that Powers is jealous
of Hickey's effort to break into major league
company, has appeared. In his speech at
Kansas Clty Powers used figures compiled
by the renowned Tim Murnane, who, by
comparing the population of the eight eities
in the Eastern league and the eight pro-
poned for the American associntion, showed
conclusively that the Eastern is the biggest
Tim 18 astute, na becomes a man from Bos-
ton, but he lsn't well informed in regard
to the west. It he wore, he'd think sev-
eral times before he would indulge in such
comparisons as he has made. Timothy
should look over the business of the two
sots of clties, compare thelr activity and
relative importance in the world of com-
meres and sport, nnd make a brief caleuln-
tion ae to their base ball possibilities, and
maybe he would revise his statement. For-
tunately, however, the dictum of this won-
derfil man from the Hub doean't go very
far in deciding matters of base ball. Bo
we'll try to worry along just the same as
though he had never sald It

—_———

PUGILISTS STRIKE HARD LINES

Pleasnnt Winter Proapects In Omaha
Shut Off hy Action of Police
Anthoritiens,

Locally the fighting gome has recelved
a severe elup in the face by the official
edlct at South Omaha that the Leonard-
Ryan match of last Friday night was the
last one to be held there. Sports at the
southern end hope that the ban will be re-
moved #oon, but meanwhile no more
matches can be arrmnged,

This may nip in the bud the best clrcult
of fights that has been scheduled for a
winter in these parts for some time. The
froquency and sucoess of contests of this
sort had gathered (0 Omaha and South
Omaha a regular little army of prize fight-
ers, and with them bunched In that manner
frequent matches were certain,

A casual list of the ring contestants liv-
ing here today will show how good the
prospects were, There is Oscar Gardner,
ddle CGardner, Danny Haley, Johnnie
Richie, Halch Smith, James Whittaker, all
men of intersiate reputation and estab-
lished fighters. Then among the lesser
lights, but still very promising young fel-
lows, may be aumbered Clarence English,
young Stafford, Peter Rooney, Kid Glea-
son and Terry Mustain. A complete shut-
down on all sparring affalrs will cause these
men to gcamper off to other localities ke
sheep, but there are Indications that such
n course will not be necessituted,

Danny Haley, the promising local mid-
dlewelght, had a streak of 111 luck at Kan-
sas City last Tuesday night which is seldom
duplicated. In his fight with George Filz-
gernld of 8t Louls he had his man whipped
to death In the fifth round, George taking
the count three Limes successively and be-
ing finally saved by the gong. Then In the
next round Danny got a little careless and
a mere wildly driven blow from George's
glove took him in the stomach and disabled
him so that Fitzgerald wus able to get
easlly to his jaw and put him oul. The
stomach blow was a mere last wild rally."”

In his new book, "Physical Culture and
Self-Defenso,” Robert Fitzsimmons puts the
X-ray of long experience and good common
sonse on the widespread fancy of athletes
which favors the development of enormous,
knotted, rigidly hard muscles, and exposes
with startling distioetness the fallacy of
such notlons, Speaking of an Instance of a
professional strong man of enormous slze
who cnme to him and announced a desire
to become A boxer, Mr. Fltzsimmons says:

"He certainly was a ploture of strength.
The muscles stood out all over his body
in bilg knots. From head to foot he was
one mass of knolty, protrudlog cords.

“‘How Is that for a starter? he sald.

"I did not say a word, His ignorance
was pitiful to me. Walking over to one
#lde of the room I took a set of boxing
gloves from Lhe wall and handed him a
palr. Following my lead he put them on.

“It toock me about two minutes to show
that man how useless, unwieldy and Im-
practicable his muscles were, He handled
himself llke & cart horse, He was as slow
on his feet ns & messenger boy. His brain
ncted, as did his muscles, slowly and
stifly. Although a blg man, welghing per-
haps 200 pounds, he did not make as good a
showing with me as many amateur light-
welghta with whom I had put on the gloves.

“l think I showed him clearly the use-
lessness of his heavy-welght-lifting mus-
cles, They were good for ona thing--the
service for which they had been trained.
Like every athlete in his profession, he
was muscle-bound. Those huge masases of
muscle, galned ay the expense of many
hours of hard work, were for all practical
purposes of no more use than a hand organ
would be to a shipwrecked sallor on a raft
in the middle of the Atlantic ocean.

“In fact, such muscles serve to shorten
one's life. The muscle-bound man, with
every fiher of his body drawn to a tension
that pulls at the very heart strings, most
frequently dies with what Is koown as an
‘athiete’s heart.”

“A muscle-bound man |s worse than a
skin-bound horse. He s awkward and un-
seinly as a crocodlle would be In a ball
room. Take him away from his chosen pro-
fesalon and he Is nll at sea. He le a fright-
ful object lesson agninst the use of heavy
dumb-bells or heavy welghts of any kind.
The man or boy who wants to become
quick, strong and clever must avold the use
of heavy welghts as carefully as though
they were polsonous snakes. They com-
plotely destroy all that suppleness and agll-
b ity which mark every detail of the clever
athlete’'s work.

“A man who Is @ runner, jumper, boxer—
In fact, anything except a heavywelght
lHfter—can have no use for knotty, un-
wieldy masses of strength. Even our best
wrestlers  nowndays recognize the fact
thut muscles of that kind are of no use to
them. They know that there are right and
wrong muscles, Just as well as they know
that there Is n right and wrong way to
wrealle. They know that such muecles
bring them premature old age and early
death.”

Absolutely no change In the relative
wtanding of the eight (eams of the Omaha
Bowling league resulted from last week's
play., They remain in the same sequences,
and for another week or two are a tie, an
unusual thing.

Rowling was rather listless nll the weok.
No exceptional scores, elther individual or
team, were made; no records were ralsed,
and the average of cach team, save the
Gate Citys and the Natiomals, dropped as
a resuit of the play. The Gate Clity men
topped the list with a total of 26822 and
Seaman of this team led the Individual
scora with 237 pins.

time by the eastorn representatives,

Other sentiments fluelly prevalléd, how-
ever, and with the withdrawal by (he east
of its presidential candidute, Ebbitts of
Now York, and the election of an entire
now slate, with Mayor Bookwalier of Ine
dlanapolis as president, the storm blew
over and the Integrity of the congress |s
unimpalred.

It 18 an extreme gratification to loonl
rollors that Al Krug, captain of the Ger-
mans, won with his bowling pariner, Dynin-
ger of Los Angeles, sccond place in the
two-man contest. Thelr score was 1,320,
very close (o the 1,237 made by the Chi-
cago team, MeClean and SBteers, which took
first. There was very hot competition in
this event, being 107 entries,

The loudly applasuded tatal score of 2,782
pins, made by the Natlonals of New York
City on Tuesday, and which was at once
slated for first prize by the enthusiasts, has
baen beaten here in the Omaha league. On
November 12, in a game against the Ger-
mans, the Omabas threw 2,703, with Wig-
man, Smend, Read, Emery and Zarp rolling.
